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Nader Proposes ΓΙ Charter for Big Firms

WASHINGTON, Jan, 25 (WP). 
—Coneluding a five-year study of 


the largest business enterprines ἡ 


in the United States, consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader said yes 
terday that the companies have 
become the dominnot institutions 
in dally life and should be sub- 
jected to new chartering by the 
federal government. 

Charging that the averafe citl- 
gen's control over government has 
petn “outflanked” by the rise of 
huge organizations “never dream- 
ed of by the Founding Fathers,” 
Mr. Nader called for sweeping 
reforms to prevent big companics 
from escaping the sort of ac- 
countability that a democracy 
imposes on its power centers. 

Under Mr. Nader's plan, the 
πρὸ largest companies—whether 
owned by the public or privately 
—would have to be incorporated 
under a new federal chartering 
act, rather than under laws of 
the various states as today, 

“The proposed law would reqnire 
of these firms: 

© A full-time board of directars, 
mnde up of nine persons who sre 
not officers of the companics, 
to monitor management perfor- 
mance with the aid of a paid 
staff. The bourd would estab- 
lish executive salaries and have 
veto power over key decisions. 

« “Community impact state- 
ments" when plants are to be 
relocated, providing an input from 
cities whose economic fortunes 
are linked closely to local busi- 
nesses.

Trudeau Begins

OTTAWA, Jan. 25 (NYT) ~— 
Prime Minister Pierre Eliott 
Trudeau has begun an Il-day

Convict Indicted 
For 11 Murders 


LOS ANGELSS, Jan. 25 (AP). 
—A man already in prison for a 
hatchet attack has been Indicted 
in 11 killings, nine of which police 
believe were the work of the so- 
called “Skid Row Slasher.” 

‘The county grand jury indicted 
Vaughn Greenwood, 32, Friday 
for the killings, mostly of derelicts 
and transients, during an 11-year 
period, ‘The indictment was re- 
turned after three days of closed 
hearings under a court-imposed 
gag order. 

Greenwood, ap ex-convict, is 
serving 2 32-year-fo-life sentence 
for a knife and hatchet attack 
on two men in 1964 and the bur- 
glary of actor Burt Reynolds's 
Hollywood Hills hame last year. 

Evidence presented ti the grand 
Jurors indicated that Greenwood, 
who slashed his victims’ throats 
ear-to-ear, cutting through to the 


spine. sometimes drank the blood 


of his prey.

mess Machines, Exxon, General 
Motors, U.S. Steel Corp. and 
Lockheed Aircraft. 

The federal chartering idea will 
be the subject of Senate Com- 
merce Committee hearings this 
spring. Some key members of 
Congress are known to support 
at least the broad concept.

Even so, interviews with dozens 
of members of Congress and of- 
ficials. plus the results of public- 
opinion surveys, indicate that 
there is broad support for détente 
among the U.S. people. The in- 
terviews and polis show however, 
that the support shallow, ac- 
companied by deep suspicion of 
Moscow's motives and widespread.

Populism and Taxes

@d over three pages filled with 
Statistics like those above and 
safd that questioning of his rec- 
ord as governor insults the in- 
telligence of the state's citizens.

This means the poor and lower 
Middle class shouJder a dispropor- 
tionate share of the state's 
financing. Alabams taxes income. 
corporations and property at ex- 
tremely low rates but has a high 
rate of sales tax.

Disenchantment 


“Every tax Wallace has passed 
since he beeame governor in ‘63 
has becn @ consumption tax,” Mr.

The man who helped Gov. Wal- 
lace yell “nigwer" im the 1960s, 
Montgomery lawyer John Peter 
Kohn, now is disenchanted with 
Mr, Wallace, 2nd agrees mth Mr. 
Huie. 

Mr, Kohn. now 72, says that 
“Wallace is a con artist, I had 
thought he was a means to im- 
proving human welfare in Ala- 
bama. I believed him when he 
βιὰ he'd give us More roads, 
better jails and so forth. 

Ἵ finally discovered Wallace 
wasn't what he pretended to be. 
He was a phony. 

“George Wallace has this tre- 
mendous abtlity to dig up a devil 
and then destroy him. He at- 
tacks the rich, the utility com- 
panies, the federal bureaucracy. 
Hell, Alabama has more bureau- 
cracy than Washington does.” 

When a reporter questioned 
Gov. Wallace about the taxes, he 
said, “You don't hear any com- 
plaint about Alabama's taxes be- 
cause they pay So little in every 
field.” 

Then, with a sardonic smile, he 
added, “Anybody from Alabama 
that wants to move to New York 
City, they ought to go there.” 
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The Problem of Spain 


Secretary of State Kissinger has returned 
to Washington from Moscow with some 
rather nebulous progress to report on stra- 
tegic arms limitation, but no apparent help 
from the Soviet Union to compose matters 
in Angola. to face a situation in which Syria 
and the Palestinians are riding high on dis- 
tracted Lebanon. These do not make for 
a particularly warm welcome for the hard- 
working Mr Kissinger. Nor 15 it certain 
that his most specific trophy from the jour- 
ney, the treaty with Spain. will improve that 
welcome much. 

The treaty is chiefly concerned with those 
U.S. bases which had previously been main- 
tained under executive agreements. For 
those the United States is to pay $1.22 bil- 
lion in grants and credits. It will also with- 
draw all nuclear-armed submarines from 
the bases, and promise to store no nuclear 
weapons in Spain. And, what is impHed in 
the treaty, according to Mr. Kissinger, al- 
though not stated, is 2 “moral” commitment 
to defend Spain against outside aggression; 
at least the treaty “reflects’ the importance 
the United States attaches to Spain. 

This, in ght of current U.S. sensitivity 
toward foreign obligations involving the po- 


tential use of force, may well be a tactor in ° 


Senate discussions of treaty ratification. The 
problem is compounded by the fact that no 
one can be quite sure, now, what kind of 
Spain ts being given this support. Mr. Kis- 
Singer speaks with high hopes of Spanish 
political evolution “to link Spain with the 
human and political vaiues on which the 
West has relied.” That evolution is pos- 


sible; there are signs of if under King Joan 
Carlos, and It may eventually bring Spain 
into NATO. But there are still legitimate 
doubts whether Spain will evolve peacetuliy 
toward that end, come to a standstill, or 
even dissolve into the kind of struggle that 
is still going an in Portugal. 

This would seem to have been a good ar- 
gument for delay in the negotiations over 
the bases. But the United States was con- 
fronted by the fact that the old agreement 


had expired last September .and contd not - 


have been kept alive indefinitely. Moreover 
—and this 1s a matter which concerns all 
of NATO—the southern flank of Europe is in 
considerable disorder. all along the Mediter- 
ranean. To add another strategic weak 
point at the entrance to the sea would com- 
pound the threat. 

Therefore, despite Spanish political uncer- 
tainties, the United States had little choice 
but to coneiude the treaty. and it should re- 
celve support from NATO, because of beth 
the need for Spain in Europe and the pros- 
pect of a more compatible form of govern- 
ment there. Western Europe has managed 
to live fairly comfortably with Franco's 
Spain sinee 1945; it now has good reason to 
encourage closer ties And the U.S. interest 
is very similar to that of its NATO allies— 
as the Senate should acknowledge when it 
takes up the ratification of the treaty. For 
its part, Spain should accept the fact that 
loneliness is very uncomfortable in today's 
world, especially ἃ loneliness imposed by 
blind adherence to Franco’s ultimately self- 
destructive legacy. 


Nuclear 


“Tm glad rm not a young man and I'ny 
sorry for my grandchildren,” the first chair- 
man of the Atomic Energy Commission said 
last week in commenting on the rapid and 
“terrifying” spread of nuclear explosives 
around the globe. To avoid “impending dis- 
aster,” David Lilienthal calied for an im- 
mediate, unilateral American embargo on 
exports of nuclear reactors, technology and 
fissionable materials untit effective inter- 
national controls are achieved to impede 
proliferation of atomic weapons. 

It is a dramatic, even shocking proposal 
that would repudiate, even if temporarily, 
American commitments to supply dozens of 
countries with the fuel on which their 
nuclear reactors depend. fue} that cannot 
be replaced now from other sources. It is 
the failure of lesser measures to bring about 
responsible policies, particularly by such

of consideration. 

.The nuclear power reacters and. other 
technology that West Germany, France and 
other non-Communist nuclear supplier na- 
tions are selling abread were originally ob- 
tained in large part from the United States 
and commitments were made to their use 
exclusively for peaceful purposes. The re- 
export of this technology for commercial 
gain now threatens to pervert the Atoms fer 
Peace program into atoms for war. In that 
sense, the re-export of U.S. technology with- 
out effective safeguards against its use to 
make nuclear weapons violates the spirit ef 
the bilateral Atoms for Peace agreements— 
and the nuclear nonproliferation treaty— 
even if the agreements failed to lay down 
precise re-export conditions. 


... Lhreat and Reaction 


The chief danger is not in the sale of 
giant billion-dollar nuclear power reactors 
to produce electricity; weapons-grade fis- 
sionable material is never present in most of 
these reactors. It lies in the German-Bra- 
gillan and French-Korean sales of pilot 
reprocessing plants to extract weapons-grade 
plutonium from spent reactor fuel rods. 

The United States for 30 years has refused 
to export plutonium reprocessing plants, 
which have no commercial use at present. 
But France has now sold one to South Korea 
and is negotiating with Pakistan. West 
Germany’s deal with Brazil promises tech- 
nology for uranium enrichment that alti- 
mately might provide a second way to make 
nuclear explosives. 

These developments, following on the heels 
of India’s diversion of Canadian-supplied 
“peaceful atoms” to make and explode a 
nuelear device, have stimulated several con- 
gressional initiatives including an export 
control bill and legislation to bar export- 
import bank credits for nuclear sales to 
countries that have not adhered to the non- 
proliferation treaty. A resolution passed by 


the Senate calls on President Ford to make 
8. summit level approach to the leaders of 
West Germany, France and other nuclear 
supplier nations to halt the sale of technol- 
ogy for atomic explosives, And resolutions 
introduced in beth House and Senate call 
most importantly for internationalizatian of 
uraniom enrichment facilities. 

Congressiona! concern has helped to stim- 
ulate administration proposals for muiti- 
national nuclear fuel centers, and the nego- 
tiation of a seven-nafion nuclear suppliers 
agreement to tighten up safeguards. There 
now are indications that both France and 
West Germany are having second thoughts 
about their policies. 

However, mniess the administration can 
quickly obtain the agreement of the other 
Tain supplier nations to halt the spread 
of national plutonium reprocessing and ura- 
nium enrichment capabilities—and to move 
toward internationalzation of nuclear fuel 
factlities— congressional enactment of the 
Lilienthal embargo may be the only practical 
alternative left.

Lauda Pilots Ferrari 
To Grand Prix Victory 


SAO PAULO. Brazil, Jan. 35 
(UPI),--World champion Formu- 
ja-One driver Niki Lauda οἱ 
Austria easily won the Interlagos 
Grand Prix today in 2 Ferrari 
after his closest competition, 
Jean-Pierre Jarier of France, ran 
his Shadow through a fence on 
the 33d lap. 


Second was Patrick Depailler ot 
France jn 8, Tyrrell, third was 
Tom Pryce of England in 2 
Shadow, fourth was Hans Stuck 
of West Germany in 2 March, 
and fifth was Jody Scheckter of 
South Africa in a Tyrrell. 

Jochen Mass of West Germany 
was sixth with a Mclaren after 
having briefiy left the race in the 
second Iap behind John Watson's 
Penske, which was afire. Irish- 
man Watson was not injured. 

Clay Regazzoni of Switzerland 
led the race for the first eight 
laps, but lest the lead to an in- 
side maneuver by his Ferrart 
teammate Lauda. Regazzoni drove 
into the pits on the ninth lap 
and with tremendous efiort got 
back into the rimning and finish- 
ed seventh, 

Thirteen of the 22 cars finished 
the race.

James Hunt of Britain, in a 
McLaren, kept second place, about 
a second ahead of Jarier for 20 
laps, But in the ith lap, the 
Frenchman passed Hunt on the 
inside and started eating up 
Lauda’s big lead. 

Jarier had reduced the lead 
from six seconds to less than 
three when he suddenly went off 
the track on 8 curve on the 33d 
lap.

Jarier, unhurt but disgusted, 
slowly got out of the car and 
walked away with his head down.

PY ASEINGTON—Dear .Manny:

You know what she wanted. to 
do? Discuss the gross national 
product, that’s what. So we dis- 
cussed it, and then discussed the 
Social Security law, and then dis- 
cused the balance of payments, 
which, I gather, is in great shape, 
and finally I excused myself, 
telling her I had to go back to 
the hotel and wash my feet. 

I was so disgusted 1 didn't
